union. The group voted Saturday morning to strike 
Dorsey Trailers when the contract expired at midnight 
Saturday night. The strike vote was taken in a meeting 
held in the Elba High School auditorium Saturday 
morning. Neil Adkison, who is district representative 
for the Local told this newspaper Monday, ‘‘We are on 
strike, but we would rather not discuss it in detail 
because we feel strikes are settled around the 
bargaining table and not downtown on the square or in 


the barber shops." 


A prepared statement released by Dorsey Trailers 
on Monday confirmed the strike and stated that limited 


production would continue at the plant. 


The statement read: 


Dorsey Trailers, Inc., a subsidiary of The Dorsey 
Corporation, today announced that production and 
maintenance employees of Dorsey Trailers went on 
strike at the company’s Elba, Alabama, plant on 
November 2, 1981. The strike followed expiration of 
the collective bargaining contract with Machinist Union 
Local #1769 on October 31. Negotiations for three 
weeks prior to the expiration date failed to produce a. 

“new contract. The company normally employs about 
630 workers at the Elba plant. 


Company officials intend to continue limited 
production at the Elba plant. Production will also 


continue at the company’s plants In Northumberland, 
Pennsylvania; Edgerton, Wisconsin; Griffin, Georgia; 


and Montgomery, Alabama.

Both the doctors and 
board members agreed to work on the 
problem, strive to improve the situation 
and continue working to keep the public 
informed and educated to the 
emergency room procedures.

oppose the move and it had worked 
satisfactorily for them in other areas. 

Eighty-two people were present 
when the hearing got underway in the 
Elba courthouse. A number of those 
opposing the closing expressed fear that 
the next step would involve completely 
removing the railroad from Elba, but 
company officials repeatedly denied 
these allegations. They contended the 
money saved would keep the line 
making a profit longer and would 
actually make closing the line more 
remote. 

Representative Holley urged the 
railroad to reconsider their plans. He 
pointed out that the people at the 
hearing were not opposed to the 
railroad - **We want you to stay - Is our 
plea.” 

The railroad was given 45 days to 
produce some additional material 
requested by the PSC and a ruling on 
the petition is therefore expected 90 
days after that, or 135 days from 
October 28,71981.

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State Legislature Back In Session 


To Discuss Gas Windfall Money 


The third special session of the 
Alabama legislature in 1981 began on 
Tuesday, November 3, and the sole 
matter on the agenda was the deter- 
mination of final disposition of 
Alabama's one-time oil windfall bonus. 

In a letter to newspapers across the 
state, Governor Fob James stated, “'l 
believe if we use the money 100 percent 
in the public interest, we must insure 
that three conditions are fully met: 

(1) Preserve the principal for future 
generations to use; 

(2) Maximize value received by the 
public by leveraging principal and 
buying capital assets that will be used 
for generations to come and which no 
politician can ever take away, and 

(3) Insure that not one dime of the 
windfall bonus is used to enlarge or 
enrich the operating costs of govern- 
ment with the exception of prisons, 
where we must have additional 
capacity." 

At presstime Governor James’ 
plan had opposition from a_ bill 
sponsored by Sen. Sonny Callahan of 
Mobile, and a plan introduced by Rep. 
Eric Cates of Greenville. 

The James plan would invest $460 
million, the $449 million in oil windfall 
plus $11 million in accrued interests, in 
20-year treasury bonds to allow a $507 
million bond issue to be sold to finance 
construction of bridges, highways, 
housing and educational facilities. The 
$507 million would be added with an 
estimated $150 million in interest 
brought about by the money being 
invested in-local banks and drawn out 
Over a five-year period to allow a total of 
$657 million to be used in the capital 
expenditures program. 

The James package would spend the 
money as follows: 

***$300 million for highways and 
bridges; 

*#*$150 million for public education 
($75 million to kindergarten through 
12th grades on per student ratio, $22 
million going to junior and senior 
colleges, $8 million to purchase equip- 
ment for technical schools and $45 
million to be dispersed to schools on the 
basis of need); 

***$65 million to both prisons and 
mental health institutions; 

***$50 million for the state docks at 
Mobile; 

***$12 million for renovation of the 
Capitol complex; 

***$10 million for a new Highway 
Department bulding:; 

***$6 million for the Department of 
Youth Services; 

***$2 million for improvements to the 
state coliseum; 

***$7 million to the Department of 
Conservation for preservation of land, 
public parks and oyster cultivation; 
***and $500,000 to the Alabama Educa- 
tinal Television Commission.

A portion of Governor James’ plan 
of particular local interest was the $150 
million earmarked for education. The 
first $75 million is specific, based on 
daily attendance, while the second $75 
million will go to meet what the 
governor calls ‘‘critical needs.’ The 
needs would be outlined in a seven-part 
questionnaire sent to all 127 school 
systems in the state, asking the

1. List the buldings they needed and 
the number of students who would be 
affected, 

2. Describe the projects in detail, 

3. Decide if a more economical 
approach would be to consolidate 
schools, 

4. List their enrollment for the past 
five years and estimated enrollment for 
the next five years, 

5. List projects of more than 
$100,000 the system has constructed in 
the past ten years, and a breakdown on 
state and local monies spent, 


6. List the number of temporary 
classrooms in use, and 

7. Describe the project needed ihe 
most and how much local money would 
be available to spend on it. 

According to figures based on 
attendance reports for the first quarter 
of the present school year, allocations to 
schools would be as follows: 

Coffee County - $217,500, 

Covington County - $292,500, 

Crenshaw County - $292,500, 

Enterprise City - $532,500 and 

Elba City - $150,000, 


The plan introduced by Rep. Cates 
would allocate the first $100 ‘million 
equally to all the 67 counties, with the 
remainder to be distributed on the basis 
of population, while the Callahan plan 
stated in its original purpose the 
preservation of the principal. All three 
plans for disposing of the oil money 
were introduced Tuesday, while James’ 
plan was to be in line for consideration 
by Money committees on Wednesday.

Congressman Bill Dickin- 
son of Alabama has joined 
other Congressmen from 
peanut producing areas in 
informing each member of 
the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives regarding “half 
truths and distortions’’ ad- 
vertised by the Peanut Butter 
Manufacturers and Nut Salt- 
ers Association about the 
proposed peanut program in 
the 1981 Agriculture bill 

in a letter to each mem- 
ber of Congress. and in a 
large advertisement in The 
Washington Post, these gi- 
ant manufacturers of peanut 
products attacked the pro- 
posed 1981 Peanut Program, 
alleging that it would keep 
prices “artificially high” and 
would “‘cost the taxpayers 
$700,000,000.00°° during the 
life of the program. They 
alleged that consumers would 
be robbed of the benefits of 
declining prices which would 
result from elimination of the

The Internal Revenue 
Service is trying to locate 
some area residents who are 
due a tax refund from their 
1980 Federal Income Tax 
Returns. 

According to Philip J. 
Sullivan, IRS Birmingham 
district director, 763 refund 
checks worth $274,510.94 
were returned by the postal 
service as undeliverable in 
Alabama. The refund checks 
are for both individuals and 
businesses, and range from 
$1.06 to $27,691.00. 

Sullivan says the taxpay- 
ers may have moved or 
changed their last names 
during the year and failed to 
notify the IRS, or the hand- 
writing may simply be il- 
legible.

in Birmingham but across 
the United States."’ Mayor 
Arrington is a proven fact - 
his laurels are enormous. He 
is affiliated with a number of 
social organizations, but his 
admiration for the small man 
forever shines. , 

I describe Mayor 
Arrington as a man whose 
achievements are vast -- a 
man that has proven himself 
in the field of higher educa- 
tion. His candid and placid 
behavior has made him a 
leader - a leader to people 
that long for unity, peace, 
hope and justice. Mayor 
Arrington said if we as a 
people join ranks - black and 
white - we will achieve unity 
in the ‘80's. 

It all, started in Livings- 
ton, Alabama, where he was 
a sharecropper's son - a farm 
boy that had an idea, an idea 
that one day he would not be 
judged by the color of his 
skin, but by the content of his 
character. Arrington is a 
good man, and here’s an 
in-depth report on his uni- 
fication speech: 


-~-Arrington stated that ‘the 
quality of a community is 
determined by the people 
who live in it. If you got a 
community that has vision, 
determination and courage, 
who takes on tough problems 
and tends to make things 
happen - you got a com- 
munity that moves. 

“There are so many 
things that bind us together 
in ths country, but in turn we 


tend to go our separate ways 
down through the decades. 
We are involved in changing 
winds - winds that push us 
back every time we try to 
move forward. The winds 
are shifting in such a way we 
think the Russians are 
coming. So, the government 
spends billions and billions 
of dollars in our defense, and 
in turn takes away money for 
the poor that has helped 
them in the past, primarily 
for survival. 

“A nation that’s sade up 
of a different group of people 
will not progress unless all of 
its people progress. A vast 
number of minorities has 
worked for freedom, justice 
and hope, half the time 
placing their lives on the 
line. 

‘Late one night returning 
home from Mississippi, 
Medgar Evers paid the price 
when he had his life snuffed 
out by a coward’s bullet. In 
Birmingham four little girls 
paid the supreme price when 
a church on 16th Avenue was 
bombed, Dr. King paid the 
supreme price -- and the list 
goes on. The price they paid 
to bring us to where we are is 
too great for us to ever 
forget. We shouldn't let the 
poor of this nation cash in on 
the promises of democracy. 

**We have a long way to 
go and we shouldn't get 
caught up in the illusion that 
we're moving when in fact 
we are standing still. Some of 
us have forgotten to teach 
our children the importance 
of church and higher edu- 
cation and the strength of the 
bridges that brought us 
across. We must understand 
and help our young people 
understand that nobody is 
going to do more for us than 
we do for ourselves. All this 
nation owes us is an 
opportunity to make 
something of our lives when 
the talent God gave us, 
without having to face 
artificial barriers because of 
skin color.’’ --- 

Finally the mayor said 
‘What good is it going to do 
to educate a black middle 
class when this black middle 
class is more concerned 
about the number of cars he 
owns. The absence of justice 
is the tension of conflict.”’

Usually when you lose a close game everyone is sad and 
the newspaper_calls it a ‘‘heartbreaker’’ or a ‘‘tearjerker."’ 
However, after last week's triple overtime loss to Andalusia, I 
wasn't said, and for the life of me I couldn't figure out what I 
was going to write about the game. True, I was very 
disappointed we didn't win, but I was so proud of our team I 
just couldn't feel bad about the loss. We played as good as 
we could for four quarters and three overtimes, and deserved 
to win, but it just wasn’t meant to be. After the game an 
Andalusia fan said, ‘‘Your team played too good to lose,"’ and 
lagreed. There were no losers Friday night, only young men 
who made their towns proud to cheer for them. 


I thought Elba would win last week because I felt we were 
ready to peak, and I also thought Andalusia wasn’t really as 
good as everyone said. | was right and wrong at the same 
time! Elba did peak as a team, playing well on both offense 
and defense, but Andalusia was just as good as ever. Elba 
was outweighed about 20-30 pounds a man, but took the fight 
to the Bulldogs and really got after ‘em. 

On offense Elba played it safe because of the wind and the 
powerful Andalusia team, and seemed to be waiting for just 
the right moment to move in for a score. After swapping 
punts for the first quarter, the Tigers got a break on a short 
punt and took it in to go ahead. They never got another 
break, but began to move late in the game and fell short 
because of a fumble and a short gain on fourth down. 

It looked like the Elba offense got on track late in the 
game, a fact that shows the shape the players were in. After 
butting heads with the big Bulldog line for the entire game, 
our linemen had enough left to knock ‘em off the ball and give 
the offense one last chance to win it!

The Elba Tigers slugged 
it out with the Andalusia 
Bulldogs for four quarters 
and three overtime periods 
Friday night, but fell inches 
short on a fourth down play 
from only six inches out and 
had to watch helplessly as 
the Bulldogs’ Vince Pierce 
booted a 21-yard field goal to 
give Andalusia a 20-17 win in 
a crucial Area 3 contest 
played in Andalusia. 

Andalusia's win upped 
their record to 7-2 and set up 
a ‘‘winner take all" battle 
with Opp this week for the 
Area 3 crown, while the loss 
left Elba with a final record 
of 6-4. 

The two perennial powers 
came out fired up, and 
resembled two boxers feeling 
each other out early in the 
game with the initial four 
offensive possessions ending 
in punts. Elba’s Paul Cox 
kept Andalusia backed up, as 
his punts were downed on 
the 19- and nine-yard lines, 
and the Tiger defense 
refused to let the Dogs out of 
the hole.
